WHO CAN’WONDER THAT CHOLERA 
THRIVES? 


HoreL, GRAVEYARD SPoutT, 
TURKEY, MAR. 29. 

We have started on our journey 
across Turkey! with Mr. Fowle of Ces- 
area. We left Tarsus this morning, 
with a mounted Turkish soldier as 
guard and escort. Our wagon is some- 
thing hke an American emigrant wagon, 
with a white canvas top, and is quite 
comfortable. Perhaps I do not need 
to tell you that I am writing in the 
wagon as we toil along. 

In this wagon we carry four beds 
and bedding, and dishes, and food 
enough to last us a week, and our four 
selves. Werested ina Khan at noon 
and made our tea, and ate our dinner 
inthe wagon. This afternoon the roads 
were rough and the cold north winds 
blew in our faces, and we were glad to 
reach this little village where we are to 
spend the night. 

Did you ever reach home after a 
cold, wearisome journey, and find a 
blazing fire, a hot supper, and a warm 
welcome from your dear ones? I have 
had such visions, but we find herea 
little dirty Turkish village, some cross 
Turks, who either could not, or would 
not find the key to the only ‘*Guest 
Chamber” in the village. Poor things! 
They were as tired and hungry as we 
were, for it was ‘*Ramagan”’ and they 
had fasted all day, 

After sitting patiently in the wagon 
along time, some one unfastened the 
door and let usin. We came through 
a stable, worse than any stable you 
ever saw, up some stone steps, into a 
room directly over the stable. They 
left me here while they unpacked the 
wagon. I looked about for the clean- 
est place, but there wasn’t any. There 
was no place to sit down and I stood 
there in the dirt, glad that it was so 
dark that 1 could not see how dirty it 
was. If you could have looked in then, 
you would have seen the most discon- 
solate woman in Turkey. It was fortu- 
nate that I had not much time for the 
dolefuls tor the men came in, bringing 
in our beds and our provisions. I found 
I must either cry or laugh. With a 
‘Herculaneum effort’? as Mrs. Parting- 
ton used to say, I decided to laugh. 
Mr. Fowle set up our cots. We use 
one for a table, and one to sit on but 
one dim eandle gives a feeble light, and 
reminds me of those lines of Milton’s, 
thas ‘Miss Phebe’? used to make us 
learn, | 

“No light, but rather darkness visible 

Served only to discover much of woe.” 

Well, we/spread our table on the bed. 
Fortunately we had a table cloth, and 
Ali brought some hot water with which 
we made our cocoa, which we drank 
without milk, and ate our bread and 
butter, and cake, amd cold meat, and 
tried to think it was all “better than 
we deserved.’? 

Now it is to-morrow! and I will show 
you our “Khan,’’ I suppose it is much 
the same as the stables in Bethlehem 
used to be when our Saviour was born. 
The carpet is what is commonly known 
as earth. he color, a dark brown. 
The walls.are of rough stone and mor- 


tar, frescoed with smoke. The ceiling 
is of rough rafters, also frescoed. Along 
each side of the room is a wooden plat- 
form, about four feet wide, and raised 
two feet from the floor. On one side is 
our cot bed with all our trunks and 
boxes and provisions. On the’ other 
side are two more cot beds. Onone I 
am writing, now. We all slept in this 
room. The other occupants were— 
fleas! There were three tiny little win- 
dows in the room, all tightly fastened, 
but Mr. Fowle managed to open two of 
them. When the door was shut it kept 
out some of the odor of the stables, 
but the air was almost as bad from the 
outside as from the stables. 

Well—we ate in the dirt, and we slept 
in the dirt as well as we could and we 
all tried to be jolly, but we were glad 
when it was light enough to see, and 
we were up and packing to start again. 
Perhaps you wonder why we staid in 
such a place. We did not sleep much. 
It was the best room in the village, 
and there was no other village within 
twenty miles. Our missionaries who 
live in the interior of Turkey have slept 
in such places, and worse places, many 
times. And even in hot weather, when 
it would be much more intolerable. 

Can you tell when I write in the 
wagon and when inthe Khan? Just 
now it is evening again, and we are in 
another Khan, very similar to the one 
I described. Oh! these roads! I never 
saw or imagined any so bad. We walk 
always, where the roads are the worst. 
To-day I walked six miles at one 
stretch. This is our sixth day in a wag- 
on! We stopped at noon in a little 
Koordish village for our lunch. We 
ate it in the wagon; though it was 
pretty cold, it was the cleanest place 
to be found. Ali found a fire some- 
where in the village, and made us 
some tea. To be sure the bread and 
butter, and cold meat and doughnuts 
were not of the freshest, as they had 


.travelled with us all these six days, but 


we had fresh eggs and enjoyed our 
lunch. ‘This is one of the poorest and 
dirtiest villages we have seen yet. 

As I sat in our wagon I counted 13 
dead sheep, one dead camel, one dead 
dog and one dead donkey, all lying 
along the streets waiting for nature to 
dispose of them. Some had evidently 
been lying there many days. Can you 
imagine people living in a village like 
that? And yet little dirty ragged chil- 
trotted about, picking their way past 
dead dogs and live dogs, with equal in- 
difference, and seemed as happy a8 any 
other little children, and even looking 
healthy and strong in spite of the filth 
and degradation. 

We are rattling along, threugh and 
over and around the Taurus Mis. You 
would not think a living mortal, or even 
a horse or wagon, could go over seme 
of those roads, but Mr. Fowle achieved 
it. Ihave been jumping in and out of 
the wagon, all the way, walking long 


distances over the most dangerous 
places. We stopped last night at the 


little village of Bolial. In all of these 
little villages, there isa ‘‘guest cham- 
ber” or‘‘upperroom” belonging usually 
to the head man of ths village. Was 
it some such room that the disciples 
found, when Christ sent them to ask 
‘“Where is the guest chamber, that I 
may eat the passover?’’ | Ali went 
ahead and found it for us. Selim Ef- 
fendi, our host, brought in some cush- 
ions and we sat down and he sat down. 
He said ‘*Hosh geldea’’ and we said 
“Hosh Bulduck,” and we were wel- 
comed. This guest chamber was not 
exactly like yours, or mine. I thought 
at first that I could not possibly go into 
it, but I found that I could. It 1s sur- 
prising what you can do, when you 
find you must. I thought I had put all 
my pride, and my squeamishness, and 
my fussiness into my pocket before, 
but I crammed in a great deal more and 
settled down for the night. Mr. Fowle 
broughtlin a wagon seat for a table, 
and supper was soon ready. 

We are now on the other side of the 
Taurus Mountains, and are to. spend 
the Sabbath in a little village called 
Nigdé, at the house of a native pastor. 
‘Would you like to spend it there, with 
us?

It was like a peep into Paradise, 
to come into Mrs. Fowle’s beautiful 
clean, sweet, Christian home here in 
Talas. 

This has been a very hard journey 
and the experiences new and trying, but 
interesting to look back upon, especially 
our lodgings at ‘Hotel Stabulum’’,

Our Sabbath at the house of Avedis 
Effendi, the native pastor at Nigdi, was 
on the whole very comfortable. The 
house was quite clean, and they were 
very kind and hospitable. We all suf- 
fered some with the cold, and started 
off again Monday morning in the cold 
and rain, but we managed to keep 
pretty jolly. The ‘Hotels’? were the 
same, dark and dirty, and flea-y, and 
we didn’t sleep much, but it was each 
time that or nothing. I found in my 
calendar this quotation: ‘‘When I was 
at home I was in a better place, but | 
travellers must be content.’’ 

I never fully realized before, what 
our missionaries have to do and to bear. 
If I can get home again, [ am sure I 
shall do more to help them, They go 
through it all so cheerfully too. 

We have had a delightful four days’ 
visit with Mr. and Mrs. Fowle, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Dodd, and Dr, and Mrs.Farns- 
worth and Miss Burrage and Miss Clos- 
son. We take our meals all together, 
in one house or, the other, and have 
very-pleasant times. We have visited 
the boys’ school and the girls’ school, 
and the kindergartens, and the hos- 
pital and the churches.. Monday morn- 
ing we start off again for another six 
days’ journeying, very much like that 
described. If I could only take along 
your cellar to sleep in, I should feel 
well provided for, but we must content 
ourselves with Khans again, for six 
more nights. Mr. Fowle premises us 
still worse travelling, but we have come 
safely so far. 

It was only after serious deliberation 
and consultation that we undertook | 
this journey. Some of the missionarics | 
advised strongly against it, but there 
were reasons that I cannot explain 
now why it seemed on the whole best. 

The ‘bale’? the Turkish Governor 
gaye us a ‘‘safe conduct,” 1f we chose 
to go. We telegraphed to Cesarea and 
took our Turkish soldier, and we have 
not been molested so far. 

Eugene has found a great deal to 
amuse and interest him through it all. 
He slept soundly, where we could 
scarcely sleep at all. . In the narrowest 
mountain passes we were almost sure 
to meet a long procession of camels—a 
hundred in one procession sometimes. 
Eugene counted nearly three thousand 
camels since we left Tarsus, 

We managed to find very good bath- 
tubs in the beautiful mountain streams, 
though rather cold, and sometimes my 
fingers were so benumbed that I could 
hardly comb my hair, or put in a hair 
pin. We all visited the ‘‘Robber’s 
Cave.’ We could not find ‘*Ali Baba” 
or the ‘‘forty thieves,’’ but we found 
the remnants of their fire and warmed 
ourselves, for it was very cold up there 
in the mountains. 

Now after twelve days and nights of 
hard travel and little rest, excepting 
the two Sundays in native homes, we 
are safely through it and reached rail- 
ways again, which have brought us, to 
Constantinople.

Ex-Goy. Ames has promised to build 
a high-school edifice for the town of 
Easton, to cost $60,000. Such acts of 
generosity are now growing so com- 
mon among men of means that they 
scarcely excite more than passing com- 
ment. Yet some people persist in de- 
claring that the world is growing worse. 
That is rank heresy and nonsense. 


The recount increases slightly the 
plurality of Dr. Everett for Congress in 
the Seventh District. It was well for 
Speaker Barrett that he did not resign 
his gavel and chair at the State House, 
as he was urged to do, to show his 
‘confidence in the result.” Barrett is 
no such man, he’smore like old Farmer 
Brown, ‘“‘keeps all he gets and gets all 
he can.”’ ‘ 


The politicians are once more mak- 
ing up wry faces at the treatment they 
are receiving from their idol in’ the 
White House. He has issued otders 
that no office-seeker is to present his 
case in person, but all must leave the 
executive to make his appointments 
from information otherwise convéyed, 
This isa reform worthy of all praise. 
The President’s time is too precious to 
be consumed by salary-hunters. 


Again the ocean record has been | 
broken. The ‘*Campania” sailed from 
New York to Liverpool two hours more 
quickly than any preceding voyage—a 
little less than six days from port to 
port, and an average of 21.86 miles per 
hour for the entire trip. Many rail- 
roads do not average better speed than 
that. But a fast train in New York 
has kept up the land record with a 
speed of more than a mile a minute for 
along distance. What’s the use of fly- 
ing, afterall? Itis safer to keep on 
the surface of the planet, and at the 
same time about as expeditious. Hur- 
rah for the Nineteenth Century! 


To the great disappointment of the 
country at large, a majority of the 
United States Supreme Court have de- 
cided that the Geary Chinese-exclusion 
law is constitutional. It fell to the lot 
of Justice Gray of Massachusetts to an- 
nounce this unwelcome fact. Chief 
Justice Fuller and Justices Field and 
Brewer read dissenting opinions; Jus- 
tice Harlan was absent, and the other 
five concurred in the rendering. If 
the question had been whether the law 
were honorable, Jyst and expedient, a 
unanimous finding would have been 
given in the negatiye. It is now pre- 
dicted that the Chinese government 
will reciprocate on American mission- 
aries and traders. 


The Boston officials having super- 
vision of immigration have been called 
on to execute a new Congressional act, 
in the case of a large importation of 
foreigners on the ‘‘Scythia.’’ That fine 
steamer reached her dock at East Bos- 
ton, last Sunday afternoon, with about 
eleven hundred steerage passengers; 
and a large proportion of these had not 
complied with the law. The provis- 
ions of the new statute are quite strin- 
gent, requiring a minute registration of 
every person coming to this country to 
settle, under more than twenty differ- 
ent heads, The steamship companies 
are subject to a fine of $10 per caput if 
they neglect this precaution.

The Post Office. 


Editor of the Townsman: 

If you will have the kindness to make 
room in your teeming columns for my 
views on the post office situation I will 
be greatly obliged to you. I would not 
trespass upon your valuable space were 
it not for the conviction that the people 
of the town are greatly interested in the 
successor of Mr. Marland and by com- 
mon right are entitled to know something 
of the inside history of the appointment. 
I have it from undoubted authority that 
the President inclines toward the ap- 
pointment of Mr, Goldsmith, but having 
the highest regard for our distinguished 
representative in Congress, dislikes very 
much to offend him by sending in Mr, 
Goldsmith’s name. Unfortunately, and 
I say it advisedly, Mr. Stevens committed 
his recommendation and influence to the 
candidate who is the most distasteful to 
the people of Andover. I know not the 
history of ‘this alliance, unless it bea 
feeling of obligation for hustling, a fea- 
ture in political campaigns that finds 
very little encouragement in a town of 
this character, where nine citizens out of 
ten are capable of forming their own 
judgments unannoyed by blatant, noisy, 
hurrah-boys politicians who know more 
about check lists than the principles of a 
campaign. I am convinced that Mr. Stev- 
ens is so firm a man and so true to his 
word that he could not be induced to re- 
cede from the position he has taken and 
yet, aside from his personal feelings, I 
hold it to be his plain duty to his con- 
stituents in this town to voice their sen- 
timents and preference and not pursue a 
course that will be a vindication of his 
personal honor or the redemption of a 
pledge, laudable as that sort of thing is 
in itself. Constitutionally, a representa- 
tive in Congress is the voice of his con- 
stituents and they have the right to con- 
trol to a reasonable extent, his utter- 
ances, aud if this limitation is distasteful 
toa man of congressional dimensions, it 
is his simple duty to resign. Better by 
far that a competent republican continue 
to adminster the office than that the 
country be deprived of the distinguished 
services of Mr. Stevens. No man who 
has a proper appreciation of the glorious 
doctrines of democracy, who believes the 
ship of state will be best guided with 
honest, sound and intelligent democrats 
at the helm would stand-in the light and 
prejudice the futuré adpirations of so 
splendid a representative. Bitter as is 
the contemplation, I am convinced that 
Mr. Stevens’ course in this matter will 
lose him many votes should he come up 
for another term. The blind politician, 
infatuated with the spoils of temporary 
‘success, does not remember that the pres- 
ent democratic administration was put 
in power by the voice and vote and activ 
ity of that growing element in American 
politics—the independent. Within the 
temple of victory we must not close the 


door on the recruits, It 1s the duty of a 


true politician, the sound exponent of 
democracy, to be above selfishness and 
personal aggrandizement, and do all in 
his power to attract recruits to the party 
and build it“up by encouraging such ap- 
pointments to office as will inspire the 
respect and commendation of our oppo- 
nents. 

The logic of the situation points to the 
selection of Mr, Goldsmith for the post 
office. He isa democrat whose compe- 
tency is unquestioned and’ whose pre- 
vious conduct of the office was entirely 


vpsatisfactory. In the absence of a really 


substantial objection to him his oppo- 
nents allege he is not and has never been 
an active party worker. This charge will 
have little or no weight with thinking 
men, on the contrary I am inclined to 
think it is a featherinhis cap. By nature, 
education, association and employment 
Mr. Goldsmith is clearly not a hustler or 
buttonholer, His valued and conspicu- 
ous service to the fathers and mothers 
and children of this town for the past 
twenty-five years gives him by far a 
stronger title to our favor and prefer- 
ment than any active party service, nur- 
tured by personal hopes and vain glory, 
Such a man as Mr. Goldsmith, who 
knows why he is a democrat and can tell 
it, who is more familiar with party plat- 
forms, party history and party legisla- 
tion than the methods of ward trickery, 
deals and jobbery, does more for the real 
success of democracy by his mere mem- 
bership, than the loud-mouthed, coarse- 
tongued mockings of a handful of 
screechers could accomplish in a life- 
time. 

I am sorry that circumstances coun: 
selled Mr. Sweeney to abandon his can- 
didacy. He has the merit of being -rug- 
gidly honest, sincere, and capable to an 
extent not generally accredited. Although 
his lines 1n life have not been in a cleri- 
cal direction he has enough natural abil- 
ity and quickness of perception to handle 
the office in a satisfactory manner. 
There were insurmountable barriers in 
his way, of which his chief adviser 
(“Heaven spare us from our friends”’), 
must have been cognizant. Behind this 
advice the gleam of personal hopes shone 
forth, and the advantage in keeping true, 
trusting and loyal supporters in line, to 
boot. Believing that Mr. Stevens would 
feelasense of obligation to party workers 
and conscious of the infirmities of Mr. 
Sweeney’s candidacy, this maladviser. in 
political finesse modestly entered the 
rolls in the spirit, upon his own declara- 
tion, of “anything to beat Goldsmith,” 
Mr. Sweeney was the tool and joint of 
the kite. 

+ My view is shared by many of the most 
reputable business men in the business 
portion of the town. Then followed the 
deal, which no man who pretends to lead 
a political contingent has any right under 
heaven to enter into, by which the pres- 
ent postmaster was to resign his incum-

bency immediately, in Consideration of 
the support of Democrats for another of. 
fice. Does this sort of thing commend 
itself to any faithful partisan of whatever 
complexion? But this is only one of the 
cases where the ‘‘Boss” has Sacrificed the 


firmness and intelligence of men of less 


trickery to the promotion of his own 
ends, and subjected them to the scorn 
and ridicule of the other side. Better 
far that Democrats stand by their gung 
without concession or compromise 
though they be only a handful, than enter 
into a deal so disgraceful to their party 
and themselves. As long as the Demo. 
cratic party is right, as long as it is Tep- 
resented by its cleanest and ablest men 
Tam satisfied it will prevail. Politics, 
personal or party expediency, ought 
not toenter into town affairs and for 
this reason the ‘‘Boss’’ deserves a rebuff 
for his short-sightedness and jobbery. 

I certainly hope Mr. Goldsmith will 
be appointed and Ibelieve he will, no mat. 
ter with what tenacity Mr. Stevens sticks 
to his recommedation to the President, 
The office is too unimportant to excite 
very much interest in Washington, but 
there is right and wrong even in small 
things which should not be lost-sight of, 
In case Mr. Goldsmith should not receive 
the appointment no blame should at. 
tach to the President, in my opinion, 
His time is so pre-occupied with this 
sort of thing that he must necessarily 
depend upon the judgment of the dis. 
trict’s representative. In my opinion 
Mr, Stevens is in the current of his first 
mistake in a congressional career that 
has reflected great credit on the district 
and elevated him, in a brief time, to an 
exalted position in the counsels of hig 
party and the country.

Aimy Hanged For the Murder 01 
Miss Christie Warden. 


A Brief Story of One of the Most Atro- 
cious Crimes Ever Committed in New 
England, as Told by Fannie Warden. 


ConcorD, N. H., May 16.—Frank C. 
Almy was executed within the walls of the 
New Hampshire state prison this morning. 
The execution, like all others in this state, 
was held in the west corridor of the cell 
room of the prison, the scaffold being 
erected in the south end of the corridor so 
that the murderer stepped from the guard 
*oom directly upon the gallows. 

He spent his last night in the matron’s 
ftoom in the south wing of the prison, and 
as the sentence commanded that he be 
hanged between the hours of 10 a. m. and 
2p. m., he was delivered into the custody 
of General Charles O. Hurlburt, the 
sheriff of Grafton county, soon after the 
former hour. The gallows had been tested 
the day before, anu were .in waiting for 
their fatal work.

The condemned man, surrounded by 
deputy sheriffs and accompanied by the 
warden, Captain George W. Colbath, and 
the chaplain of the prison, Rev. E. R. 
Wilkins, was conducted to the scaffold. 
He took his place on the trap, his knees 
were pinioned, the noose was adjusted, the 
black cap shut out the sunlight from his 
eyes forever, the sheriff in solemn phrase- 
ology announced that he was about to exe- 
cute the law, the drop fell and Christie 
Warden’s falsehearted lover had paid the 
penalty of his crime. 

Story of the Crime, 

Andrew H. Warden was a prosperous 
farmer living near Hanover, N. Hy, the lo- 
cation of Dartmouth college. His family 
was noted for its intelligence. His 
daughters ranked high as_ scholars, 
Christie, a girl of about 26, was especially 
noted, and was a beautiful specimen of the 
blonde type. Frank C. Almy was a mys+ 
tery. He appeared suddenly in the neigh- 
borhood and worked for Mr. Warden dur- 
ing the winter. He wasaman of refine- 
ment and good education, but had a_ vio- 
lent temper, aud the family became con- 
vinced that Almy was not his true name. 

Early in the season of 1891 he was -dis- 
charged after he had in vain implored 
Christie to marry him, and threatened her 
with death if she refused, His threat was 
speedily fulfilled.

When 
they reached the foot of a hill in a ravine, 
Almy sprang from the shadow ofa tree, 
and, stepping up beside Christie, said: 

“T have come a thousand miles to see 
you.” 

Christie made'no reply, but grasped 
Fannie’s arm, and Almy, addressing Mrs, 
Warden, said: “You know me, Mrs. 
Warden. Iam Frank Almy,” 

“Yes,” replied Mrs. Warden, “I know 
you; don’t trouble Christie.” 

Almy had in the meantime seized Chris- 
tie by the arm. “I want to see Christie 
alone,” he continued, and when Mrs. War- 
den exclaimed, ‘‘We_ must not let him 
harm Christie,” he 

Drew a Pistol From His Pocket 
and pointed it at the mother, He finally 
succeeded in pulling Christie away from 
her sister’s grasp and dragged her through 
bars into a pasture. Running up the road 
ashort distance Fannie told Miss Goodell 
to hasten for help, Fannie hurried” back 
and followed her sister into the pasture, 
When Almy saw her following he shouted: 

“Go back, or I will shoot you.” and at 
that moment Christie cried, ‘Help, Fan, 
he is pulling my clothes off.” 

Fanny kept on, despite the warning, and 
Almy shot at her. She felt the wind of 
the bullet as it whistled by her ear. She 
top ped only for a moment, when he fired 
again, and a third shot was directed at 
her, when she essayed to goon. By this 
time Almy had reached the clump of wil- 
lows with his burden, and almost simul- 
taneously a young man named Emmett 
Marshall appeared on a knoll on the op- 
posite side of the ravine. He was imme- 
diately seen by Almy, who peremptorily 
ordered him to halt. 

Marshall started for assistance, and im- 
mediately after two more reports of the 
revolver were heard, preceded by sounds 
as if blows had been struck, Then Almy 
broke from cover and ran over a hill on 
the west side of the ravine. 

Fanny went to the willows and found 
ber sister 

Lying on Her Back, Dead, 
her body stripped, except a waist and 
some underclothing. People who had 
been alarmed arrived at the scene, and 


the murdered girl was removed to her | 


home. 

The story of the sufferings endured by 
the victim of the terrible murder was 
tmutely told by her remains, The face and 
forehead were covered with abrasions, 
caused probably by blows from the stock 
of arevolver. Directly under the left eye 
was a wound made by a bullet, which 
passed down and out of the neck. The 
face about the wound was powder burned 
to an extent whiéli indicated that the pis- 
tol must have been held very close to it if 
not in actual contact with the flesh. The 
other bullet entered the body in the small 
of the back, passed downward through 
the abdomen and came out. 
was practically instantaneous is probable, 
becaust of the terrible wounds and from 
the fact that there were no signs of life 
when her sister reached the body.

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WASHINGTON WOMEN. 


rwo WIDOWS WHO LEFT AN IMPRES- 
SION ON SOCIAL LIFE. 


At the Capital Mrs. Me ‘ison Was Always 
Treatec as the “Lady of the White 
House’’—Mrsa. Hamilton's Influence Was 
In the Direction of Charity. 


Mrs. Madison was in high fashion dur- 
ing her later years. Society has its at- 
tacks of this kind and takes up with as 
little reasoh cs it puts down a favorite. 
But there came with this late burst of 
social warmth some good results into her 
rather chilled and necessitous life, For 
in that day it was positive loss of fortune 
to have held any public’ position, Mrs. 
Madison had in vain tried for years to 
effect a sale of Mr, Madison’s papers to 
the government, and, for want of this 
her means were very straitened. How 
it came about I donot know, but it grew 
to be the correct and indispensable thing 
to call on Mrs, Madison immediately on 
leaving the president's levees. 

Her house was that diagonally oppo- 
site from Mr. Sumner’s. There the best 
people met regularly, and yet no one 
could have said why. Mrs, Madison was 
once the ‘lady of the White House.” 
She had -had the quick thought to cut 
Washington’s portrait by Stuart from 
its frame and roll-it carefully and carry 
it off in safety from.the invading British 
troops already burning Bladensburg. 
She was always gracious and sweet man- 
nered and, to her great credit, as much 
so in her days of changed fortunes as 
when she was surrounded by every aid 
toa placid state of mind. And yet this 
was about all that was said. And yet it 
was such an unwritten law that’Mrs. 
Madison must have what she wished 
that—just because of this mysterious de- 
cree of fashion—she actually got from 
congress what she had vainly petitioned 
for for years, 

Mr. Buchanan stated one morning to 
the senate that on such a day Mrs. Mad- 
ison would be such an age, and that the 
$20,000 asked for Mr, Madison’s papers 
would come well to her as a birthday 
present, and it was immediately voted 
to her. To be sure it was for the writ- 
ings of a good patriot and statesman, 
and the woman toreceive it was of great 
age, and it wasin that far better than 
the vote for nearly the same amount for 
the cruel daub of a good man and sol- 
dier which was an evidence that emo- 
tional legislation is not yet extinct. 

But this made the occasion of a grand 
leveo for congratulating Mrs, Madison 
and was among the last occasions on 
which she was seen in public. Her fine 
figure had outlasted the threescore and 
ten years, and when well prepared for 
company, in her worn, old fashioned 
empire gown, her turban and clusters of 
artificial curls—just as we see them in 
the portraits of Mme. de Stael—the neck 
and outlines of the face well shrouded in 
folds of tulle, she was still the handsome 
Mrs. Madison. I am quite sure I never 
heard her called ‘the widow of Madi- 
son.” 

But that was the prefix always made 
to the historical name of another woman 
of the same age, who also asked of con- 
gress the same favor shown to Mrs, Mad- 
ison. 

This lady was small and always wore 
the widow’s dress she had ‘to assume in 
her early life. For over 50 years she did 
not vary this outward emblem of the 
solitude of her heart. 

She, too, like Mrs, Madison, was amia- 
ble and of charming manners, but she 
turned from the world forever when her 
great husband fell in the duel with Burr, 
and from that time, her own children 
first, and close to them in her interest 
the orphans of the poor, received all her 
attention. Mrs. Hamilton was the chief 
founder of the Orphan Asylum of New 
York. She saw its fiftieth anniversary; 
she saw the other charities that grew 
out of it—the Children’s Aid society is 
one—and though her quiet life is ended 
her good works go on, and her family as 
wellas her memory are living parts of 
them, 

Mrs, Hamilton was very small and 
light of figure. Her dark, bright eyes 
and white hair gave her a marquise ef- 
fect, and her widow's dress gave the 
framing which suited her years andname. 
She was very fond of young people and 
would tell us things—incidentally— 
which made the early hardships and pen- 
oh of the war for independence very 
real, 

In speaking of traveling on horseback, 
she told us once how her mother and 
herself had to give that up fora time 
and only go from Saratoga to Albany 
when a strong escort could guard them. 
“It was after poor Jane McCrea had been 
killed by the Indians,” and she made us 
such a picture of the condition of the In- 
dians after the English enlisted them 
against us, that we “realized” how far 
back lay the time when such a thing wae 
possible, and “poor Jane McCrea” be- 
came a real girl in place of the bad little 
wood cut, with one Indian ‘holding her 
long hair, and the other flourishing his 
tomahawk as he kept his foot on the keg 
of whisky, 

They have passed completely away— 
the handsome, gracious, society loving 
Mrs. Madison and the gentle “widow of 
Alexander Hamilton.” But Washington 
is the wrecking ground of great names. 
There ‘are to be seen now, thankfully 
Working for slender pay and tremblingly 
$ixious to keepit safe amid the changes 
in the departments, descendants of pres- 
idents, chief justices, of secretaries of the 
treasury, of Jefferson, Franklin, and of 
raat of later names—men who gave 

terally their all to their country, and 

Who deserved the praise Talleyrand gave 

t Hamilton, of whom he said: “I have 

true public virtue. I have seen the 
unister of finance, who gave wealth to 
country, toiling through the late 
ee of the night to gain a support for 
young family.”—Mrs, Jessie B. Fre- 
ont in New York Ledger.
